5 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
6 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

22 REGARDING THE SURVEY, INCLUDING THE MAILING ADDRESS, TELEPHONE NUMBER,
23 AND WEBSITE ADDRESS OF THE CENTERS FOR DISEASE CONTROL AND PREVENTION.
